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Senate Told To 
‘Cut In-fighting’

Meeting and finding out what 
students think the problems are 
at UNO was stressed by Arts 
and Sciences Senator John 
McNamara in a speech di- 
rected to the Student Senate 
Thursday night. 

The present apathy at UNO 
“should tell us that students just 
aren't interested in what we're 
doing,” said McNamara. 


“We have to show students 
that we can get something 
done. We must prove that stu- 
dent government is credible” 
McNamara explained. 


McNamara told senators that 
it Is necessary to cut- internal 
conflict to a minimum tn order 
to make student government ef- 
fective. “Those Issues which re- 
quire the most cooperation 
seem to generate the most in- 
fighting” said McNamara. 


According to McNamara, stu- 
dents need to become more 
aware of SGA. McNamara sug- 
gested getting students in- 
volved in community projects, 
setting up a loan fund to help 
students who can’t pay the tow 
fee wheh. their cars are re- 
moved, and afternoon brown 
bag lunches with guest speak- 
ers. McNamara recommended 
sponsoring a UNO Health Week 
‘which would provide free diag- 
nostic services. 


McNamara suggested . the 
formation of a SGA research 
library. “Information,” McNam- 
ara said, “is power.” 


McNamara told the senators 
“to find out who’s who” among 
the Board of Regents. “Find out 
what they've done, his strengths 
and his weakness” said 
McNamara. This is important, 
explained McNamara, because 
“the regents haveshown us that 
we must deal with them as ad- 
versaries.” 


McNamara suggested the 
senators “find out what your re- 
gent is doing and let the people 
know when he isn't represent- 
ing you. The regents are elect- 
ed and you're constituents.” 


In an attempt to make stu- 
dent government more respon- 
sible to students, the senate 
adopted several proposals. 


A resolution to extend SGA 


office hours until 9 p.m. Mon- 


days through Wednesdays for a 
one month trial period begin- 
ning Sept. 29 was approved. 


A student senator or member 
of the student court will be 
available in the office at all times 
to answer questions and dis- 
cuss problems with students. 
The move was in response to a 
feeling that night students had 
been neglected. 


A resolution to print leaflets 
explaining the structure of SGA 
and describing the purpose and 
scope of its committees was 
adopted by the senate. The leaf- 


lets will be available to all UNO - 


students. 


The senate also adopted a 
proposa! to place suggestion 
boxes in strategic locations 
throughout the campus... 


‘In other .action, the senate 
approved the proposed format 
and procedure of the Student 


Activities Budget Commission’ 


(SABC). 


The SABC serves as an advi- 
sory board to SGA and the Vice 
Chancellor for Educational Stu- 
dent and Services. The com- 
mittee’s responsibility is to 
make’ recommendations con- 
cerning the allocation of funds. 


The senate also confirmed 
the appointments of six sen- 
ators. 


Mike Jones and Bob Holt will 
represent. the College of Public 
Affairs and, Community Serv- 
ices. 


Pat Connolly and Khaldoon 
Sorour will represent the Col- 
lege of Business Administra- 
tion. 


Ed Jelinek will represent the 
Graduate College, and Debbie 
Ryan the University Division. 


‘Window’ Boss Named 


- The Student Senate. has ap- 
pointed John Benker as the new 
head of the Electric Window, 
UNO's videotape. program- 
ming center. 


Benker, a junior in the Col- 
‘lege of Fine Arts, has been 
working with the Electric Win- 
dow since former director Jim 
Nelson resigned in mid-sum- 
mer.

Enroliment at UNO 


The record UNO enrollment 
of 15,051 this falt surpassed a 
national prediction, Registrar 
Gardner Van Dyke said Sun- 
day. ° 


Enroliment figures for higher 
education institutions were 


estimated to. increase: slightly 


more. than 3 per cent; UNO 
totaled a 6.6 per cent increase. 


Registration figures include 
12,465 undergraduate and 
2,208 graduate students, These 
are divided between 14,178 resi- 
dents and 873 non-residents 
and between 7,135 full-time and 
7,538 part-time students. 

These totals do not include 
any withdrawals made by Sept. 
9, courses conducted at over- 
seas military bases or  off- 
campus courses which have not 
begun. 

The full- -time/part-time ratio 
remains the same as last year, 
though substantially more full 
time ‘students are taking both 
day and night courses, said Van 
Dyke. 

He noted “several probable 
reasons for the increase in. en- 
rotiment. 

_ “One thing certainly would be 
the.economy and poor job mar- 
ket. This is causing students to 
drop in instead of out,” he said. 


The expanded programs of- 
fered at UNO are beginning tv 
attract more full-time, as well as 
evening “and part-time, stu- 
detns, Van Dyke added. 

“There are no statistics, but | 
really believe that more people 
are willing to come to UNO than 
several years ago. | believe our 
educational reputation as seen 
by the residents of Nebraska is 
improving,” he said. “I am talk- 
ing about the ‘West Dodge High’ 
image, which no longer is ac- 
curate — if it ever was.” 

Non-resident enrollment 
dropped by 99, a decrease of 
10.2 per cent. Van Dyke attri- 


‘butes this to the tuition in- 


crease several years ago to 
$48.25 per semester credit hour 
non-residents. Also, 
through a change in a state sta- 
tute determining residency in 
1973, most adult non-residents 
are eligible to become resi- 
dents after a year, he said. 


” Registration went reasonably 
well as far as lines, said Van 
Dyke,. except for two evening 
class enrollment sessions. 
Nearly 50 per cent more people 
came than was anticipated. . 


“We only had two evenings - 
scheduled, and it may take. 


three. to’ comfortably “handle ‘gaid- brochures » and class 


that traffic,” Van Dyke said.. 

“The perennial registration 
problem of closed classes per- 
sisted. By juggling: day and 
night classes, students were 


able to enroll in most of the - 


classes they wanted,” seid Van 
Dyke. 

“A study isn’t Sauiplats: but 
the shift of several sessions of 
key, required courses for lower 
division students to evening 
hours was successful,” he 
added. ; 

Van Dyke said a number of 
complaints were received from 
students who felt purchasing 
parking stickers “extended the. 
regular process of enrollment. 
“Many said they made it 
through one line only to run into 
another to purchase the stick- 
ers,” Van-Dyke said. 

Campus: Security Director 
Verne McClurg said the pro- 
cess went fairly smoothly. 


“We had no more complaints 
than normal. 
patience and understanding the 
faculty, staff and students ex- 
hibited during 
when obtaining parkiny stick- 
ers. It was a long two weeks. We 
tried- hard to. accommodate 
everyone, and we will try har- 
der.” 


Van Dyke added, “class 
scheduling has placed more 
people in later afternoon and 
evening courses than last fall. 
This shouid shift some of the 


- parking load to those hours.”

Thomas Miffed 

Notified that his show was to 
be removed from the time slot it 
had held since going on the air 
in 1973, TV.psychology origin- 
ator Jim Thomas was miffed. 

“{nitially my reaction was, 
‘Where do these guys get off?’ 
Why should SUN bump us when 
we have a much larger viewing 
audience than they do?” 

Students Enrolled . 
~ Thomas, a- UNO instructor, 


schedules listing the 10 p.m. 
time had already been distri- 
buted and students had en- 
roiled for the course. 


Thomas has since cooled 
down, the ETV network has 
backed down, and according to 
Evans, there will-be no.show- 
down. 


Evans explained that KYNE- 
TV is part of the state's educa- 
tional network, not an 
independent station. When a 
survey last year revealed that 
Lincoin’s.ETV station — KUON, 
Channel 12 — could. not be 
picked up on many Omaha-area 
sets, KYNE began carrying 
most of KUON’s evening pro- 
gramming, Evans said. 


Lincoin Bumped 
KYNE still originates some of 
its own evening programs, 
‘Evans added, and they gener- 


“ally pre-empt the shows com- 


ing from Lincoln. 


The SUN course, however, 
was another matter. 


“SUN is considered one of the 
programs we're supposed to 
carry,” Evans said. “This (SUN 
time slot) would not be a time 
when we would put on focal 
programs.” 


Faced with the SUN- 
Psycholagy 101 conflict, Evans 
went to bat for the psychotogy 
show and the network eventu~ 
ally gave in, he said. 


“They realized that our com- 
mitments to the psycholog 
program were strong and were 
also. impressed by the number 
of students involved,” Evans 
said. 


According to Thomas, 200 
persons have signed up for the 
psychology-at-home course 
and many other students who 
registered. for classroom Psy- 


- chology 101 (the same show via

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Editorial — Varner, 
oskens Steer 
UNO's ‘Titanic’ 


Last week in this space the Gateway championed the cause of 
the students against the petty tyrannies of the Omaha Police 
Department. To be more specific, the Gateway defended those 
students who, believing that they are citizens, parked their chrome- 
plated but horribly rusty automobiles in Elmwood Park and were 
-unjustifiably ticketed for exercising a constitutional right. 

But what of those students who were justifiably ticketed? That 
little Volkswagen parked perpendicular to the two parallel-parked 
Mustangs. That five-year-old Monte Carlo vainly trying to hide 
behind a tree. That defiant Vega crunched against the “No Parking” 
sign. 


Even ridiculous policies, such as the one now being used by j 


the Omaha Police, have roots somewhere. These deliberate 
violations are the excuse for those roots. 

The police policy of “selective enforcement” is questionable at 
best. Its “logic” is hardly apparent save as a public-relations 
gimmic to satisfy those unsympathetic to students. But as long as 


an excuse, no matter how trumped- up, exists for this foolishness, it . 


will go. on. 

Therefore, the obvious course of action is to eliminate the 
excuse. If the excuse is extinguished, the blue knight motorcyclists 
will look even more ludicrous than they do already in pursuing a 
policy in obedience to whatever Divine King they are answerable 
to. in other words, don't park illegally, and perhaps the goggle- 
helmeted intruders will cease to harass the campus domain. That 
way the innocent are protected as well as the guilty. 

Reports have reached this office from the Elmwood pit depths 
that some students have bridled their mechanical horses in sucha 
manner that obstructs traffic, makes for hazardous driving, etc. 
Small wonder, then, that the police charge into the shelter at the 
crack of dawn with those most feared of weapons: pen and 
notebook. As in any carnage, civilians (in this case, those students 
legally parked) are slaughtered in the same stroke as the war- 
mongering combatants (those students who deliberately park in 
“an unlawful manner”). Desist in this antagonistic practice of illegal 
parking, and the harassment should stop. it won't as long as the 
attackers have a ready excuse and are in easy territory. 

Now, enough of this in-house bickering. Let us turn our 
attention to the OPD's comrades-in-spirit, our own administration. 

The current administration has dalliedfor years about parking. 
This year some mystic movement of the stars granted our oh-so- 
brave administrators enough courage to ask the Board of Regents 
to approve $80,000 for “planning” for a proposed parking garage. 
Whoopee. That'goal still has to be followed down the long yellow- 
brick road through the Castle of the Wicked Witch of the West {the 
state legislature) and over the electronic maneuverings of the 
Wizard (Governor Exon). 

‘But like the fair and fabled Dorothy, university systems 
president D. B. Varner said he was “reluctant” to'ask for the money. 
His complete reasoning, stated ever so eloquently to the Board of 
Regents last week, was: “The state has never funded this kind of 
project.” Well, “airplanes will never replace battieships,” “the 
public will never go for talking movies;” these three remarks can be 
grouped loosely under the classification “Optimistic Statements 
Reflecting Classic American Determination.”

Ghancellor Ronald Roskens rather bluntly told the regents that 
his administration has been working extremely hard to find a 
solution to the parking problem. Then, when it comes to that 
overwhelming but inevitable moment of truth — budget requests — 
all that is asked for is $80,000. 

Even Bert Lahr fared better when he met the Wizard in the last 
reel. 

One thing is abundantly clear — students, faculty, staff, and 
administrators are all aboard this Titanic together. Students who 
_park ilfegally in Eimwood are fike those passengers who picked ice 
chips off the deck for souvenirs, then cried when the crew 
reprimanded them. The administrators, however, are the captains 
who steered the ship into the iceberg in the first place. Then the 
administration, as well as OPD (floundering about like the 
Carpattzia) have the audacity te either do nothing or scream back 
when the passengers protest the tact that the ship is sinking for no 
intelligible reason. 
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Dear Editor: 

In the September 5th issue of 
the Gateway, a story was done 
called “Social Workers Face 
Allegations,” by Ms. Charlotte 
Murphy. In response to that 
story, the Student Ad Hoc 
Committee on Accreditation 
would like to clarify several 
points. 

First of all, social workers and 
social work students do not face 
allegations. The allegations are 
being directed to the social 
work faculty and the adminis- 
trators of UNO-UNL. 

Secondly, the article stated 
“the CSWE Commission 
(Council of Social Work Educa- 
tion) in a report compiled in 
May, charged the School of 
Social Work with .improper 
faculty recruitment and reten- 
tion.” The CSWE report did 
include recruitment problems, 


~ especially in regard to minori- 


ties. However, faculty “reten- 
tion” was not related as a 
problem area. According to the. 
CSWE report, other problems 
included the high student to 
teacher ratio and faculty dishar- 
mony. 


Thirdly, it was reported “the ~ 


accreditation commission ob- 
jects to the School of Social 
Work being an autonomous 
degree program between UNO- 
UNL.” Although .the CSWE 
report did cite problem areas 
because of the different natures 
and goals of the two universi-~ 
ties, most of the problems were 
not due to “autonomous degree 
programs.” The CSWE report 
cited more concern toward the . 
administrative difficulties of the | 
two university systems, as well 


_as the isolation of the School of 


Social Work within the universi- 
ty and the community. 
Fourthly, the article stated 
“the Commission expressed 
disapproval of the curriculum 
offered claiming not enough 
emphasis is placed on contem- 
porary problems in social 
work,” The CSWE report did 
express disapproval in three 
major areas of concern: the lack 
of an_ interdisciplinary ap- 
proach, the lack of electives, 
and the lack of minority content 
integrated into all courses. 


Finally, the article brought 


out that “responding to Ozaki's 
letter (acting director of School 
of Social Work) six students 
formed an Ad Hoc Committee 


: to retain the School's accredita- 


tion and to appeal for signifi- 
cant financial support.” The Ad 
Hoc Committee began work in 
July to inform students of the 
accreditation problem. Dr. Oza- 
ki’s letter did not become avaii- 
able to students until fate 
August. 

The Ad Hoc Committee is 
continuing efforts to maintain 
accreditation on the UNO-UNL 
campuses for the CSWE hear- 
ing to be held in fate October. 
The Committee is concerned 
about the professional stand- 
ards of the school in the future, 
and employment opportunities 
for students, as well as the 
professional standards of the 
community.

Though many policemen 
complain that few people look 
to see the real man behind the 
badge, two campus security in- 
terns do not have that problem. 

UNO's “girls in blue” are 
Charlotte “Charlie” Cramer and 
Marilyn Hall. 

“Being a girl has been to my 
advantage in the situations | 
have encountered so far,” said 
Hall. “A iot of people respect a 
lady. The ones who might give 
the guys a hard time give a 
woman more respect and com- 
ply with directions.” 

Both Cramer and Hall are law 
enforcement majors and have 
been interns on the Campus Se- 
curity program for 15 and 8 
months respectively. 

“They were the quality appli- 
cants that we had at the time,” 
said Campus Security Lieuten- 
ant Jerry Herbster. 

The two-year oid program 
consists of criminal justice ma- 
jors working 20 hours a week in 
either traffic, security, criminal 
investigation, community rela- 
tions or research and planning. 

interns are pulled as needed 
for temporary assignments in 
other areas according to Herb- 
ster. 

The program, funded by a 
grant from the Nebraska Crime 
Commission, includes five in- 


terns. 
Cramer is assigned to com- 
munity relations, which in- 


volves work toward improved 
communication between the 
university population and Cam- 
pus Security. 

“We're not out to get the stu- 
dent,” said Cramer. “We are 
here to help them and not just 
give tickets.” 

Cramer said she has worked 
on various projects, including 
taking a survey this summer to 
determine the feasibility of Bike 
Locker containers on campus. 

She is in charge of Operation 
1.D., the engraving of non-uni- 
versity property to prevent theft 
or loss. 

“My work is really interest- 
ing,” said Cramer. “I like what | 
am doing, and it is really con- 
venient to work on campus and 
go to schoo! at the same time.” 

“| have always been interest- 
ed in the field of law, even 
before women’s lib came 
about,” she added. “A fot of 
people don't agree with my job. 
Others think itis pretty neat that 


a girl can’ get into a field like’ 


this.” 

Hall works the evening shift in 
the security division. Her duties 
include helping with. the nightly

offices are shut and valuables 
locked away,” she said. 


Hall is authorized to carry 
handcuffs and Mace. 


“We get comments like’ 
‘Whatever made you want to be 
a'cop?' " Hall said. “But people 
have to do what they want to do. 
When the opportunity arises, do 
what you want and don't worry 
about the stereotypes. | 


“My father is leery, though,” 
added Hall. “You know how 
protective they are about their 
daughters. Basically, he doesn't 
want me to get hurt. Mom is be- 
hind me.” 


Interns usually wear plain 
clothes. Uniforms are worn for 
special events, such as traffic 
control, football and basketball 
games, bookstore security and 
certain lectures and confer- 
ences. 


“Uniforms make you feel 
really conspicuous at first,” Hall 
said. She said some students 
shied away from her in class af~ 
ter seeing her in uniform. 


“Anytime you have a badge, it 
clams people up; but they open 
up after a while,” she added. 


Herbster hasn’t encountered 
any. problems with female in- 
terns. “in fact, there are a lot of 
areas that women work in that 
are quite advantageous to us. 


“It’s rather refreshing to have 
girls in the program; they see 
things differently than men. It’s 
a good deal all the way around,” 
he added. 


Cramer would like to find a 
job as investigator in either the 
state liquor commission or the 
federal Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms (AFT) Dept. Hal! said 
she also would like to be a fed- 
eral investigator in the Treasury 
Department, which might in- 
clude working for the Internal 
Revenue Service, in customs, 
for the secret service, or the 
ATF.

The locker room rip-off cases 
are still open. 

Assistant Campus Security 
director Jerry Herbster said a 
party or parties unknown have 
struck again in a pattern that 
has become all too familiar to 
the field house at UNO. 

“We've taken a few addi- 
tional security precautions in 
the locker room. Carl Vittitoe, 
equipment manager has been 
instrumental in cutting back 
thefts: by tightening security in 
the field house,” Herbster said. 

Locker room larceny has 
accounted for about half of the 
more than 125 campus thefts in 
the last year. Herbster said he 
has intensified his in- 
vestigations. “But we don't have 
the manpower to keep the area 
under surveillance full time.” 

After a sharp rise in locker 
room thefts through July the in- 
cidents dropped to an average 
of one a week in August. 

Campus Security assured the 
Gateway that the UNO parking 
lots are under constant surveil- 
lance. 

A citizen’s band radio was 
stolen from a car Tuesday night 
(September 9) parked in St. 
Margaret Mary's lot. The car 
was locked. Security found no 
fingerprints and no witnesses. 

“We're fortunate to have lost 
only one,” said Herbster. “Mar- 
ket value on the street is high. 
Street value depends on de- 
mand. Everybody seems to 
want a C.B. radio the way 8- 
track tape players used to be.” 


\f you wanted to find a cool 
beer on campus, the last place 
you would probably look would 
be in the Campus Security of- 
fice. 

“The freshest can is prob- 
ably nine months old,” said 
assistant director Jerry. Herb- 
ster. 

Two cases of the evidence are 
stored in the security office. 

Security Director Verne 
McClurg said “security officers 
confiscated the beer and a 
styro-foam cooler” under a 
statute of the State Department 
of Roads and Parks which 
makes illegal “consumption of 
an alcoholic beverage on state 
property.” 

McClurg said that most of the 
beer was taken from students at 
football or basketball games. 

It was reported that several 
students who were drinking 
beer and wine at the North 
Dakota game let their empties 
drop beneath the stands, re- 
sulting in injury to a child 
spectator. 

Asked for reaction to the in- 
cident McClurg said, “We don’t 
patrol the stadium but operate 
on complaints. If anyone no- 
tices anything out of the ordin- 
ary, let us know and we will send 
an officer to remedy the situa- 
tion.”

Operation |.D. and a finger- 
printing service are available to 
students, faculty, and staff at 
the security office, Annex 31. 

Operation 1.D., according to 
Assistant Director Jerry Herb- 
ster is a crime stopper plan 
which involves engraving an 
identification number onto radi- 
os, typewriters, etc. 

The number is then recorded 
on cards. One is given to the 
owner and the other put on file 
with the office. 

“The card file in our office is 
just a back-up, in case the 
property owners should lose 
theirs," Herbster said.

Security also has the facilities 
and trained personne! to take 
and record fingerprints. 


Herbster said, “Any. member 
of the university community 
who needs fingerprints taken 
for job applications, passports, 
pre-employment require- 
ments, etc. may have them 
taken in the office between 7 
am. and 7 p.m. Monday 
through Friday.”

There is a certain restless- 
ness among some of the na- 
tives that our Chancellor is 
some kind of authoritarian ogre 
who sits up late at night listen- 
ing to George Orwell tapes, yet 
(despite infrequent gaffes be- 
fore the campus press) by any 
realistic standard, the man is 
rather a liberal fellow. 

Orly those of us who have 
unfortunately been around long 
enough to qualify as part of the 
permenent local academe re- 
member the days of Dr. Bail’s 
dress code when parietal no- 
tions of obedience were not-to- 
be-challenged standards. Only 
old age rescued the university. 

Thorough 

A thorough administrator, the 
Chancelior appreciates that 
bureaucracy — though the least 
democratic — is the most effi- 
cient way of doing things. 

Within his domain are an 
array of assistant vice-chan- 
cetlors, deans, coordinators, di- 
rectors, agents, and managers. 

These are the Chancellor's 
men (though some are actually 
the University President's), and 
like the Chancellor himself, 
many have been imported from 
outside the university, often 
from Kent or Michigan State. 

in January, the. Gateway 
reported that the allotment for 
salaries in the administrative 
budget has increased about 
80 per cent in five years. Now an

Indeed the “informal” evi- 
dence indicates that the leader- 
ship wants the system the way it 
is and would sabotage attempts 
by others to change it. 
Memories 
Apparently, they fail to re- 
member those previous occa- 


Commentary 


. While the Chancellor denied 
the validity of the report, insist- 
ing that the increases were not 
extravagant and were needed to 
make ‘operations more effici- 
ent, the Faculty Senate Presi- 
dent contended that of the three 
ways to determine costs, two of 
them indicate UNO spends 
more on administration than 
does the Lincoln campus. The 
faculty president did not ela- 
borate. 

In clusters beneath the main 
hierarchy are the student 
government and the Faculty 
Senate. The faculty organi- 
zation resembles the Student 
Senate and has a similar com- 
mittee structure, but the execu- 
tive remains part of the main 
body. 


Autonomy? 

Situated in function between 
both governments (and nearly 
autonomous from them), are a 
network of the Chancellor's 
councils and committees. 

Most of them contain faculty, 
staff, and token numbers of stu- 
dents, and deal with matters 
also handled by the govern- 
ments. Once appointed, the 
members are rarely subject to 
constituency pressures and 


normally represent them- 
selves. , 

Dismay 
Students have often ex- 


pressed dismay and resent- 
ment at the apparent. 
unnecessary duplication, but 
the Chancellor responds that 
the overlap is needed as most 
issues affect faculty, staff, and 
students simultaneously. 

In whole, both the logic and 
design are baffling. As William 
Irwin Thompson says, “This is 
the paradoxical university. of the 
students: a Dionysian bureauc- 
racy. 

“The university of the faculty 
is its mirror image: an Apolloni- 
an irrationality.” Viewing the 
participants as specialists who 
can pluck hair from the face of 
terror and never have to look it 
in the eye, Thompson says. 


Burdens 

Forcad to spend more of their lives In 
committees than In the classroom or library, 
these teachers are taught how to become 
“managers of a learning system.” in each 
committee, a crisis comes along regularly to 
convince the professor of hls new importance in 
the wider sphere of public affairs. He no longer 
notices that the internal mimeographed materi- 
al from all his committees we ghs up to fifty 
pounds a year. '4e succumbs to his responsibiti- 
tles, but takes the students down with him, for 


sions when the Chancellor's 
committees were used to man- 
euver against them, to plunder 
their fees, and to force-feed 
them unpopular policies. 

In November 1973, reporters 
learned from the Associate 
Editor of the Daily Kent State 
that a similar university commit- 
tee structure was implemented 
at Kent following the May 1970 
shootings. In early 1973, the 
Kent student government be- 
came embroiled in a controver- 
sy with the administration 
concerning fees. 

The student president wanted 
to work with the administration, 
while the Senate, “more radical” 
in its goals, collapsed from its 
own ineffectuality. Students 
disbanded it shortly thereafter, 
but the university committees 
continued to thrive. 

Scenario 

The scenario related reads 
like an account from Gateway 
past editions. They show that 
during the inception of the UNO 
fee crisis, it was largely the 
inertia of one individual that 
allowed the issue to escalate. 

Student President Dave Park- 
er, a 32-year-old bootstrapper 


who wanted to “work with the 


administration” said he lackeda 
solution for the controversy. 

At the time a student, Rusty 
Schwartze (Student President 
the previous year was Chairman 
of the Chancellor's Student 
Affairs Council.) Schwartze 
Said he would take no action on 
the matter until requested to do 
so by the Senate, Parker, or the 
administration. 

No initial attempt was made 
to initiate petitions, seek out- 


side legal remedies, orto mobi- | 


ri 


lize the campus. In short (as 
usual) students did not take the 
offensive. 


Momentum 

As the issue developed the 
Chancellor's men gained mo- 
mentum. In an incredible blun- 
der, Parker stated publicly that 
the students “didn’t really con- 
trol a quarter of a_ million 
dollars.” His comment would 
aid the Chancellor's eventual 
triumph. 

Unfortunately the fee con- 
troversy was but one occasion 
where the arrogance of power 
would manifest itself. Student 
fees would be used — via 
administrative fiat — to pur- 
chase a catering van for the 
university food service, china 
for university social functions, 
and repairs for faculty parking 
lots. . 

The Student Affairs Council 
would be selected in the later 
attempts to intercept Publica- 
tions Board nominations, and 
as the vehicle to launch the 
Vice-Chancellor’s student code 
of conduct.

Title IX Like Title VI; High School 
sal To Run Boys’ Cross Country 


In a September 5 interview with Clelia Steele, 
\ssociate Director of the Project on Equal 
:ducation Rights (PEER), the Gateway learned 
hat the anti-sex discrimination Title 1X Equal 
:ducation Amendment, is alot like another law 
lealing with “plain old” discrimination. 


Steele explained: “The Supreme Court ruled on 
ritle VI of the Civil Rights Act of 1964 in which 
liscrimination based on racé was forbidden. And 
ritie IX is almost word for word the same text as 
litle VI; instead of the word race, sex was in- 
serted.” :

Therefore, Steele purported that the inter- 


pretation of the regulations of Title Vi should 
closely follow the regulations of Title VI. 


Steele said that already stipulated under Title 
VI was its coverage of the entire education 


program; Title 1X, interpreted the same way, shot- 


down the position of NCAA lobbyist’s who in July 
argued that their athletic programs did not 
receive direct federal funding. 


Also, Steele referred to the House Subcommit- 
tee on Postsecondary Education, the Capitol Hill 
sessions in which Title [X was debated last Sum- 
mer, as “pretty wild>” She said that Chairman of 
the Committee James O'Hara (D-Michigan) was 
an outspoken critic of federal “affirmative action 
requirements for ending university employment 
discrimination;” he seems like the kind of fellow 
the NCAA could very easily get along with. 


Preliminary Injunction Sought 
The Gateway also learned that the Nebraska 
Civil Liberties Union (NCLU) filed in Federal 
District Court the case of a (Nebraska) high 
school female against the governing body of or- 
ganized high school athletics.

The NCLU filed, on September 10, the case > of 
Bednar vs. Nebraska School Activities Associ- 
ation (NSSA). The plaintiff in the case, Carolyn 
Bednar, as mother and next friend of lisa Bed- 
nar, a Johnson-Brock (Nebraska) High School 
sophomore and a minor, challenged the rule of 
the NSAA which states that girls may not 
compete on the same team with boys nor may 
girls compete on a team against boys. 


“We have known of the discriminatory rule for 
some time,” said Barbara Gaither, NCLU: Execu- 
tive Director, “and are pleased that Ms. Bednar 
wishes to challenge the NSAAvon this. The ruleis 
clearly discriminatory on the basis of sex.” 


Ms. Bednar wants to run competitively in cross 
country track. Johnson-Brock High School can- 
not allow her to compete because they fear sanc- 
tion or penaity from the NSAA. 


Lincoln attorney, Wallace Rudolph, and Senior 
Law Student, Karen Fiowers, are handling the 
case as cooperating attorneys for the NCLU. The 
suit asks that the Court declare that rule 18 (c) of 
the NSAA relating to girls competing with or 
against boys is in violation of Title IX of the 
Educational Amendment of 1972 and of the Four- 
teenth Amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States. It asks that the NSAA be enjoined 


from imposing any sanction, penalty, suspen-_ 


sion, or disqualification against any member of 
the NSAA or any boy, girl, or cross-country team 


by any of the defendants because of compliance 


with the requested order. 


In a telephone interview last Sunday night, 
Gaither stated: “We feei confident in this case be- 
cause two times before we have filed preliminary 
injunctions, and they have been granted; but the 
plaintiff has always graduated before a final deci- 
sion could ever be reached. 


Yesterday, Ms. Bednar was expected to be 
granted a preliminary injunction by Judge War- 
ren Urbom, who five years ago set a precedent 
with the Debbie Reed (of Norfolk) case. Urbom 
awarded Reed an injunction so she could 
compete in boys’ high school golf. ; 

Hopefully, Ms. Bednar will be competing i ina 
sanctioned NSAA cross country meet tomorrow.
